In response to the Office Action dated February 19, 2004, Applicant hereby submits the 
following remarks: 

Remarks 

The Office Action mailed February 19, 2004 has been carefully reviewed and the 
following remarks are made in consequence thereof. 

Claims 15-20 and 29-42 are now pending in this application. 

An election of either Specie I, consisting of claims 17, 18, 29-33, 38, 39 and 42 as 
depicted on Figures 1, 2, 3 and 6; or Specie II, consisting of claims 19, 34-36, 40 and 41 as 
depicted on Figures 4 and 5, was imposed. 

In response, Applicants elect with traverse to prosecute the invention of Specie 1 . Claims 
17, 18, 29-33, 38, 39 and 42 appear to read on the elected Specie I, and claims 15, 16, 20 and 37 
are generic.
